Newton  North  sends  largest 
group  ever  to  Prague  and 
others  to  BeUze. 

This  summer  two  groups  of  students  from  North  traveled 
abroad.  One  group  went  to  Europe  while  the  other  went  to 
Central  America. 

The  first  group,  composed  of  twenty  seven  students,  trav- 
eled to  the  Czech  Republic,  Poland,  and  Germany.  History  and 
social  science  teachers  George  Mclver,  Ty  Vignone,  and  Christine 
Franek  chaperoned.  During  their  week  and  a  half  in  Prague, 
students  had  the  chance  to  explore  the  city  in  small  groups.  They 
also  visited  the  Nazi  concentration  camps  of  Terezin,  located  near 
Prague,  and  Auschwitz,  in  Krakow,  Poland.  The  group  then 
traveled  to  Berlin,  Germany,  where  they  saw  the  Berlin  Wall  as 
well  as  the  site  where  Martin  Luther,  the  Protestant  Reformation 
leader  had  lived  and  worked.  Dan  Farmer  said  that  the  most 
interesting  aspect  of  the  trip  was  learning  about  World  War  II. 
"We  went  to  a  town  where  500  people  had  once  lived.  Hitler  and 
his  army  had  levelled  the  entire  area  which  is  now  an  enormous 
open  field."  Nat  Jedrey  said  his  favorite  place  in  Prague  was  an 
island  in  the  middle  of  the  Vittava  River,  where  people  could  sit 
on  benches  and  admire  the  surrounding  architecture. 

The  second  group  from  North,  comprised  of  nineteen 
students,  and  chaperoned  by  science  teacher  Bing  Boucher,  his 
son,  Hootie,  and  physical  education  teacher  Jan  Perkins,  traveled 
to  Belize  and  Guatemala.  The  first  place  they  stayed  was  the 
Hillbank  Field  Station  on  the  Rio  Bravo  Conservation  and  Man- 
agement Area.  Next  they  went  to  Vaca  Creek  where  they  visited 
a  cave,  canoed,  and  saw  ruins.  In  Guatemala,  they  visited  the 
island  of  Flores  and  Tikal,  a  famous  Mayan  historical  site. 
Pamela  Katz  said  that  a  highlight  of  the  trip  was  "when  we 
snorkeled  off  the  barrier  reef  of  South  Water  Caye,  an  island  off 
the  coast  of  Belize."

We  take  pride  in  creating  an  environment  which 
brings  out  the  best  in  each  student.  Our  academ- 
ics place  emphasis  on  each  student's  individual 
learning  needs.  Our  programs  are  innovative; 
the  EDCO  program  was  the  first  established  for 
deaf  and  hearing  impaired  students  in  Massa- 
chusetts. EDCO  is  unique  in  its  integration  with 
mainstream  classes.  It  is  designed  not  only  to 
support  students  during  high  school,  but  also  to 
prepare  them  for  the  "real  world,"  with  courses 
such  as  "Activities  of  Daily  Living"  and  "Career 
Exploration."

Jeside  every  busy  woman  is  a  busy  phone.  Gail  Stein's  duty 
s  Administrative  Assistant  means  that  her  ear  is  constantly 
ccupied  with  requests  on  the  phone,  and  her  answering  machine 
i  often  known  to  report  over  30  messages  per  day. 


Her  favorite  block  of  the  day:  any  block  she  teaches  a  class.  When  administrative  paper 
work  piles  up  in  Gail  Stein's  office,  her  love  for  teaching  sees  her  through  the  day.  Noah  Springer 
and  Ben  Megrian  take  in  another  one  of  the  life  lessons  that  enrich  Mrs.  Stein's  basic  lessons 
of  U.S.  History. 

Gail  Stein  walked  into  Newton  High  in  1968  as  a  part  time  teacher 
with  young  children  at  home.  Now,  her  kids  have  kids.  She  watched  the  high 
school  move  to  the  "new  building,"  students  protest  the  Vietnam  War.  and 
one  graduate  streak  at  Commencement.  What  has  kept  her  here  for  30  years? 
"The  kids,"  she  declares.  She  reflects  on  the  time  that  she  spent  as  housemaster: 
"I  used  to  knowthe  name  of  every  kid  in  Barry  House.".  The  sign  on  her  Barry 
House  door  read, "You  can  run,  you  can  hide,  but  she  will  find  you,  and  when 
she  does,  you  will  pay."  She  noted  each  student's  progress  on  report  cards. 
She  was  able  to  "help  people  learn  how  to  make  good  decisions  for  them- 
selves." Though  she  exchanged  her  position  of  housemaster  for  that  of 
administrative  assistant,  she  has  always  taught  U.S.  Histor\'.  This  subject  is 
enhanced  by  Mrs.  Stein's  talents,  which  range  from  stirring  storxtelling  to 
poignant  class  discussions.  She  is  loved  by  her  students,  both  in  and  out  of 
the  classroom.  She  sits  in  her  office,  surrounded  by  decorative  cows,  with 
students  frequently  dropping  in  to  visit.  Her  amply  decorated  office  is 
adorned  exclusively  with  gifts  from  students.  After  30  years,  Mrs.  Stein's 
ablilities  to  make  the  school  run  smoothly  and  to  establish  close  connections 
with  her  students  make  her  unique  and  beloved.  After  three  decades  of 
crucial  memos,  fire  drill  anouncements,  and  amusing  anecdotes,  Mrs.  Stein's 
presence  at  Newton  North  will  be  dearly  missed.

The  life  of  Helen  Keller  is  a  great  American  success  story.  The  miracle  of  a  teacher  who 
encourages  her  deaf  and  blind  student  to  communicate  with  the  hearing  world  has 
great  appeal  to  an  American  audience  enchanted  with  the  idea  of  achieving  the 
impossible.  Beginning  in  1959,  the  play  and  subsequent  movie  version  of  this  amazing 
story  have  dazzled  audiences.  Our  production  ofThe  Miracle  Workerwas  unique  in  that 
it  featured  a  deaf  student  in  the  title  role:  Kai  Ravelson  as  Helen  Keller.  It  was  difficult 
to  cue  Ravelson  because  she  could  not  use  signs  since  Keller  was  also  blind.  Through 
specific  timing  and  tactile  signals,  the  cast  was  able  to  communicate  with  Ravelson  as 
she  played  the  blind  and  deaf  character.  In  addition  to  featuring  a  deaf  actress.  The 

Miracle  Worker  was  the  debut  performance  for 
many  of  the  other  cast  members.  Despite  these 
challenges,  the  play  was  well-acted,  well-staged, 
and  touching.  It  had  a  unique  significance,  in  that 
it  combined  two  worlds,  the  hearing  and  the  deaf.

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^he  new  Massachusetts  "Graduated  Licensing  Law,"  which  went  into  effect  November  1998,  has  greatly  affected  many 
tudents,  especially  this  year's  Junior  Class.  Most  students  have  had  strong  negative  reactions  towards  the  law  and  question  its 
[ffectiveness.  Only  10%  of  juniors  surveyed  felt  that  the  law  would  be  effective  in  improving  the  safety  of  teenage  drivers.  The 
eneral  feeling  among  students  is  similar  to  that  of  Austin  Fossey,  who  said,  "I  believe  it's  unjust,  unfair  and  ineffective." 
mother  concern  shared  by  many  students  is  that,  under  the  new  law,  drinking  and  driving  may  increase  among  underage 
rivers.  "I  think  that  the  plan  to  save  lives  is  going  to  backfire  because  having  a  designated  driver  will  not  be  possible  in  most 
ituations,"  said  Sarah  Cohan.  Many  students,  46%  of  those  surveyed,  are  unclear  about  exactly  what  the  law  entails.  "The 
olice  need  to  inform  kids  on  what  the  specifics  of  the  law  are,"  Gabe  Greenberg  said  .  With  90%  of  students  surveyed  report- 
ig  that  they  had  either  broken  the  law  in  the  past  or  did  not  plan  to  obey  it  in  the  future,  how  effective  can  the  law  be  in 
mproving  safety  and  saving  lives?
